A disastrous fire in a Sicily sulphur

Why 


is it in England we await the converse 
transition—the transition of dear.books 
to cheap books'! In the United States 
people buy books—here they borrow 
them. 
Our publishers publish for the 


most part for circulating libraries—indi- 
vidual buyers are little thought of. 
The 


writings of the great English classics 
nay be bought at moderate, not to say 
low prices—a complete Shakespeare may 
be had for a shilling. But while eminent 
authors of a bygone generation are read- 
ily accessible to the multitude, modern 
luthois are not. liooks that have had a 
great run—popular books, more or less 
solid—are after a time republished in 
cheaper forms, though frequently the con- 
cession made in this respect can matter 
ittle to the great mass of the public. 
A 


'cheap edition" of a fifteen shilling book 
s not irresistible, though published at 
even and sixpence ; to the majority of 
leople it is still an expensive luxury. Of 
:ourse there arc people that buy such 
looks, both in their original and cheap 
onus ; many of them are bought for the 
amc reason as silver thimbles and card 
ases—i. e., as "appropriate presents."

We move slowly out of old ways 


ecause new «ays arc more troublesome, 
id because there are many sound pro- 
-rbb about a bird in the hand, and let- 
ng well alone. The English publishing 


trade is organized on certain lines — it 
has its own rut, and a national indisposi- 
tion to get out of it. 
But there is no 


Sbvious reason why English books — new 
books or books comparatively new — 
should be dear. 
The cheapness of books 


in America is due to a special cau«e, but 
French books are not dear, while the 
rights of French authors are- respected 
quite as much as in this country. 
In 


I1' ranee the book of the day may be had 
for three or four francs, and in England 
we want books of the day at the same 
price. 
It is an obvious remark that pub- 


lishers know their own business, and that 
if cheap books would pay as well as dear 
ones they would be forthcomincr. 
It may 


be admitted that all books cannot be sold 
cheap — that there are works for which 
the demand "would in any circumstances 
be small, and which must therefore, be 
sold at comparatively high prices. 
But 


publishers appear to be finding out that 
cheap books do pay. 
During the lust 


twelve months a considerable number of 
cheap modern books have been placed in 
the market, and the sale of them lias been 
enormous. 
We refer to the sixpenny re- 


prints, of which Mrs. lirassey's "Voyage 
of the Sunbeam" may be taken to be the 
best known representative. 
These re- 


prints are produced in the same style as 
the similar reprints in America, and there 
is no apparent reason why the system 
should not find here a much larger devel- 
opment. 
The bookselling; trade is, we 


believe, divided in opinion as to the ten- 
dency of these reprints, some believing 
them to spoil the sale of the more ex- 
pensive editions, and others believing 
them to yield, on the whole, better pro- 
fits. This is not a question with which 
tlie public 
need concern 
themselves. 


What is wanted is cheap and good books, 
and abundant room for choice. In no 
other way will the sale of literary gar- 
bage be diminished. The quantity of 
detestable matter — periodical or other- 
wise—in the literary market is simply 
appalling, and it requires to be met and 
fought 
on its own 
ground. — London

It is a good rulo never to allow 
a newspaper to be destroyed, till it is a 
week old, but to draw for use on old 
stock. Let the pile gather till some con- 
venient time next week, when you want 
to lie down on the lounge and go over 
them, clipping the recipes, the interest- 
ing descriptions of foreign places, of 
trades and adventures, which are so large 
a part of the best journals. Having picked 
the brains of your papers, send them neat- 
ly piled to the big box in tho cellar, 
where they can be found for lighting the 
fire, polishing 
the windows, 
rubbing 


stoves or for the rag vender. 
Save all 


your-rags and clippings, not more for 
your own thrift than for the good of the 
world, for manufacturers find it dillicult 
to get as much paper stock as is needed. 
Old newspapers can be ground again with 
a. little fresh stock for cheaper grades of 
printing paper ; manilla and straw can be 
worked into printing and wrapping paper 
again, but there is never enough of rags 
x>r the nice book paper which will wear 
well with handling and take impressions 
"rom the engraver's block. I am amused 
to see the anxious air with which the 
publisher, who sometimes visitsour house 
ogards every scrap of letter paper and of 
rags which comes in his way. 
"Don't 


yaste it," he protests, "we never can get

Except by an ornithologist these birds 
would be uiken for fishlmwks, but by 
noticing them carefully, especially when 
there is a black cloud for the background 
and the sun is shining, the pure white 
head and tail will be seen. 
As the breed- 


ing season approaches, these birds disap- 
pear or are not so often seen, but towards 
the fall or late summer they return with 
their young, which are easily distinguished 
from the old birds, as they do not get the 
white head and tail until the. fifth or sixth 
year, and are smaller than their parents. 
Our local ornithologists have hunted in 
vain for the nests for many years and 
their whereabouts are still a mystery.

pair is reported as building in a groat 
swamp below Westerly, H. I. 
If this is 


correct, that is no doubt the nesting place 
of the eagles that make the Thames river 
their hunting ground.

bald eagle is known to the country people 
as the 'great grey eagle.' "—Ornitliolo- 
yist.

Millcrstown, Juniata county), moved to 
Centre county when a child, entered the 
hree months service with the Bellefonte 
j\!ticibles(0o II, 2d Pennsylvania Yols.), 
n April, 1801, and served tlie time out, 
returning, at once set about raising the 
15th P. v ., which organization was com- 
peted and marched to the field in Octo- 
>cr, 1802, with Beaver as its Lieut, 
iolonel. lie served actively in the South 


coast campaign from which after many 
exposures and trials Beaver was called by 
Governor Curtin to take the Colonelcy of 
.he 148th regiment (from his own neigh- 
>orhood, Centre county), and in ten days 
fter the organization of this regiment 
the bloody battle of Antietam was fought, 
n which Colonel Beaver lost his younger 
and only brother, Lieut. Gilbert Beaver, 
killed. 


The 148th was attached to the 1st Bri- 


;ade, 1st Division of Hancock's 2d Corps. 
The letter of General Hancock written 
only last May, bears witness to Beaver's 
splendid services in the army of the Poto- 
mac while under Hancock's eye. 
Se- 


ixr<il>l tooww'erf in May, 1803, at Chancel- 
iOrsville, he kept his bed until June, 
when Lee got into Pennsylvania, tln- 
ible to remain inactive, though suffering 
from his wound in the stomach, went to 
Ilarrisburg to assist in organizing the 
emergency troops which had been called 
out by Governor Curtin. 
After laboring 


night and day he shaped up the new regi- 
ments, and with his wound hurdly healed 
he asked to rejoin his command, which he 
did in July, the month in which Gettys- 
burg was fought. 


Auburn Hill, a 2d Corps fight, was his 


next distinguished achievement, opening 
the affair with his own skirmish line and 
detaining the enemy who were after the 
2d corps wagons, which he saved, then 
followed the Mine Run affair in which ho 
took a conspicuous part. In May, 1804 
the bitter and destructive Wilderness 
campaign opened and Beaver was woundn 
(njnin. 
He was offered the command ol 


Ins brigade at once, but asked permission 
to remain with his regiment, which hac 
now but 400 men left out of 800 that had 
started euly in the month. In June, 
Beaver with his regiment took part in 
the hot marching at and around Cold 
Harbor, he being in command of the bri- 
gade on account of General Brooke, being 
very severely wounded, and later Beaver 
himself was teowulni (tijitin but did not 
leave Tiis command. With his command 
he crossed to the front of Petersburg 
with the rest of the army, and on the 10th 
of June led his men to the assault on the 
enemy's works in front of that city, in 
the assault Beaver was wounded 
(Kjuin, 


this time severely, in the side near his 
old wound , he came North and was par- 
tially restored to health and strength, but 
being anxious to be in front of the foe he 
left home and endeavoiecl to rejoin his 
corps, which was then engaged with the 
enemy at Ream's Stition, on the Welden 
11. R. lie did rejoin, bcing carried to 
the battle field in an ambuhnce (being 
unable to ride a horse but a short time). 
General Hancock welcomed him warmly, 
pointed out the position of his brigade, 
instructing him to tike command at once. 
"The battle was imminent and there was 
only time to leceive orders and execute 
them." 


The short ride which General Beaver 


took to rejoin his brigade, which was in 
line of battle, distressed him much on 
account of his third wound,still unhealed, 
and ho dismounted to superintend his 
part of the aetion, tlie management of his 
line, and watch the rebel advance. 
The 


assault bc2an,but befoie the result could 
be determined Beaver was wounded cti/nin, 
this time very dangerously in the right 
thigb, making the amputation of his leg 
close up a matter of necessity. Though 
probably mortally wounded, after beinj; 
carried to the rear he evinced the most 
most lively interest in the unequal battle 
going on. 
In this action Hancock lost 


2,198 men killed and wounded, one-third 
of his force, while holding Ream's Station 
against twice his numbers. 


The entries in Beaver's diary completes 


this army record, thus-- "August 25th.— 
To Ream's Station in an ambulance, shot 
through the right leg. 
August 26th.— 


Right leg amputated near the body. 
September ,'itl — Commenced to die." 
But General Beaver did not die, by 
careful nursing be recovered partially his 
health and stiength, and was uble to, as 
he is doing now, hobble through the world 
on crutches. A "useless soldier," as ho 
modestly styled himself when asking for 
his muster-out after nearly four years of 
battles and wounds—a cripple for life 
We, his comrades, call on him to take the 
Executive chair of .this great Common- 
wealth that sent out nearly four hundred 
thousand soldiers, and amongst whom no 
greater sufferer, no one with a brighter 
record, no braver man ever defended the 
Flag and the 1'nion than our next Gover- 
nor, James A. Beaver.

An Eloquent Appral for the Election of 
nearer. 


A large Republican meeting at Lewis- 


Ijurg, Union county, was addressed by 
Hon. Elt Slifer, of that place, who will 
be remembered as Secretary of tlie Com- 
monwealth under Governor Curtin. Mr. 
Siller said. 


"I am not here to present the Repub- 


lican party as spotless. It has its faults, 
and it would bo a marvel if it had not. 
It wis bom by an impress of divinity on 
the public conscience, but was cradled 
amid the profligacy of a great war. 
Its 


birth and mission drew to it numbers 
that were inspired to its work But cared 
little for its rule, and when its first work 
had been so grandly achieved many of 
these turned to their professions and or- 
dinary vocations, leaving tlio conduct of 
the party to men schooled amid the in- 
flations and extravagances of the war. 
The result has been unjustifiable expendi- 
ture. 


Extravagance was the bane of the war. 


The sad revulsions which came as its re- 
sults in 1873 chastened the people to 
compulsory economy, a prudence which 
has brought to them a thrift to bear pub- 
lic extravagance without staggering be- 
neath it. I admit that extravagance in 
expenditure is to-day the chief sin of all 
delegated rule—corporation, municipal, 
State and national. 
The 
Republican 


party, being in power in State and nation 
is properly held responsible, and must 
purge itself from the just charge of waste 
or early fall beneath the condemnation of 
a frugal people. 


How is it proposed to remedy this evil, 


which has become inherent in rule more 
than in rulers» 
Some suggest a party 


change. 
Judging from what we have 


seen in the past this would be a leap from 
the pan to the fire. I know remarkable 
ability to check peculations is claimed for 
the Democratic candidate for Governor. 
I freely concede to him the purest integ- 
rity. Yet what are the facts' 
Every 


item of city expenditure is reviewed by 
him in his office, and though the city has 
been reeking with alleged peculations to an 
extent that the people have, in self de- 
fense, appointed a Committee of One 
Hundred to discover and punish wrong 
doers, Mr. 1'attison, in all the ycais of 
bis office, with the entire payments of the 
city passed upon by himself, has not been 
able to' ferret out the Major Phippses 
and other purloiners 
of the people's 


money, but has left such honors to news- 
papers and committees of Councils and 
of the people, it it, legitimate to inquire 
what he could accomplish as Governor, 
where not a public account is presented 
to him unless in case of difference be- 
tween the Auditor General and State 
Treasurer, where the law makes him um- 
pire between them. 


Aside from its extravagance, the record 


of Republicanism is grand beyond com- 
parison. 
It lifted four million human 


beings from degrading chattelhood to 
honorable citizenship, dignified labor by 
making all labor free, is beating the dis- 
sensions of the -war and humanely alle- 
viating the sacrifices made by a faithful 
people, prospers industry by wise and 
just protection and thesupply of an ample 
and matchless currency, strengthened the 
Union by unifying our institutions, and 
has, by giant enterprise, with great liga- 
ments" of iron, bound all our States to- 
gether into a common sisterhood. Instead 
of the braggart boast of a slave call at 
the foot of Bunker Hill monument, it 
has caused the jubilee of freedom to be 
shouted in every fastness of tyranny. It 
proposes to bequeath to the coming gen- 
eration all these countless beneficences 
without the burden it cost to achieve 
them. 


The Republicans in rebellion against 


the regular organization make the defeat 
of Cameron their objective point, and to 
accomplish his overthrow they are ready 
to pull down the temple, though them- 
selves perishing in the ruins. The history 
of past events fails to justify such an ex- 
treme. The same power remaining in the 
party that defeated Mr. Cameron's friend 
in the last Senatorial election can ju&t as 
easily defeat Mr. Cameron at the next. 
Of course, destruction of the party will 
be his certain overthrow. 
But is it wise 


to yield the power to choose his successor1 
Do the Independents prefer a Wallace to 
another Mitchell ? If so disgusted with 
their own work, there may be more meth- 
ods than madness in making an assign- 
ment to the Democracy. 
But will the 


honest mass of Republican voters, who 
have no giddy heights to climb, no slights 
to revenge, and no animosities to gratify, 
consent to go into political liquidation 
for an object comparatively as absurd as 
an "ocean into a tempest tossed to waft a 
feather or drown a fly !" I cannot con- 
cede to the Senator such importance that 
his being or not being is of sufficient 
consequence to warrant the change of the 
nation's politics and admit men who were 
in armed rebellion against the govern- 
ment to again control its destiny. 


The more sensible way to defeat Mr. 


Cameron would be to turn special atten- 
tion to the Senatorial districts electing 
Senators this year and to the Senatorial 
and Representative districts two years 
hence, and thus preserve to the party the 
power to name his successor. But defeat 
the party now, and the privilege of choos- 
ing the next Senator will be exercised 
for, not by, the'Bepublican party. 


I plead not for Senator Cameron, and I 


am sure he would not plead for me. 
The 


Republican party honored me with some 
important trusts, but always over the de- 
termined and mostly bitter opposition of 
the Senator. But because he honors Gen- 
eral Beaver is no reason why I should 
dishonor him. 
It would be unreasonable 


to make his • friendship for my friend 
ground by my enmity. Others may, but 
I have not ,tbe vanity to suppose that I 
can belong to a party large enough to 
control the destiny of fifty millions of 
people and have the personal friendship 


of every member of tlio orgaiii/ation 
Some of us would probably be members 
of very small parties if we would consoii 
to act only with such us would esteem tu 
ioveted bedfellows. 


There are serious financial and icvcinit 


questions essential to the prosperity o 
the people appealing to dispassionali 
reason and patriotic impulse for solution 
and recent hasty and narrow intcriwtioiia 
legislation indicates the importance o 
clearer conceptions of the claims of 1m 
inanity and a quickened realization of tin 
spirit of liberty on which our institution 
arc founded. 
In the face of broad qnes 


tions Irko these person il contests sinl 
into insignificance and are unworthy o 
the consideration of a statesmanship t 
which is committed the care of rapidl 
swellingjiiillions of people. 


If, 
however, personal consideration 


arc to determine the choice of State ml 
ers, then in all fairness the claims of th 
candidates and not the hate of their friend 
should decide the result. 
We concede t 


the several candidates all this pcrso 
worth claimed by their friends. 


But General Heaver, in addition U. 


presenting to his countrymen the exam- 
ple of a just and honorable life, has oiven 
the highest possible pledge of fidelity to 
his country in civil life by braung death 
and giving a portion of his body and the 
life of a younger brother for it in war. 
Long as the virtue of patriotism remains 
an honored impulse, a grateful people 
will not fail to recognize the claims of a 
soldier so terribly maimed in their de- 
fense

•AVM-FACITIBEA OF amUTOI.. 


Although the borough of Bristol was 


among the earlieot settlement* of the 
State, but little attention was paid to 
manufactures till a comparatively recent 
date, and as is usual in all new departures, 
the earh adventurers were unfortunate. 
The first effort in that direction was the 
establishment of a ship yard prior to the 
Revolutionary war, and though at one 
timo the business was considerable in the 
construction of sea-going vessels, it has 
for many years been entirely abandoned. 


In 181 > a woollen mill was erected on 


the south side of Mill street at the point 
now occupied by the railroad and canal. 
The building was 40 by 80 feet, three 
stories hi(;h, and contained 780 spindles 
with the requisite carding and other pre- 
paratory machinery, two hand looms 
for weaving satinets and siu looms for 
plaids and checks, employing in all twen- 
ty-four hands. 
The proprietor, Isaac 


Pitcher, nas in 1824 driven away by the 
adverse result of a law-suit involving his 
right of water-power. The machinery 
was removed to Groveville, N. J., and 
the building afterward destroyed by fire. 


The construction of the Delaware di- 


vision of the Pennsylvania canal in 1827 
led to a large business at this point in re- 
shipping roal from the Lehigh mines, 
bringing liere a class of labor employed 
in transferring it from the canal boats to 
the coast-wise vessels. For many years 
this was the principal source of revenue 
for the borough, and when by reason of 
the development of the railroad system, 
and the demand for more rapid transpor- 


lion pounds of wool annually, and employ 
three hundred hands, mostly men. 


In 1871 the Bristol foundry was estab- 


lished by Thomas B. Harkins for the 
manufacture of stove plate and fine cast- 
ings. Though this enterprise was limited 
in extent it has been lucceasful and pros- 
perous, and has acquired an extended 
reputation for superiority of workman- 
ship, and gives employment to twenty 
men. 


In 1872 Joseph Sherman erected his 


sash and planing mill which also employs 
fifteen to twenty hands and continues in 
prosperous activity. A marked feature 
of this business is the manufacture of 
strawberry boxes of which in the spring 
months he makes several thousand per 
day.

18,30, the population of Bristol, then 
largely of the laboring class dependent 
upon their daily earnings, were left with- 
out en.ploj ment. 


In 1852 the Bristol forge was built by 


a stock company with a capital of $12,- 
000, for the manufacture of heavy shaft- 
ing and otner large pieces of l.arnraered 
iron. It was fairly successful in its busi- 
ness till tl.e demand created bytheJate 


"tlie War> for nr"lor Plates for government war- 


vessels opened up a market for these pro- 
ducts, boll active mid profitable. 
The 


capital stock was increased to $125,000, 
and the capacity of the works greatly en- 
larged, but unfortunately, too late to reap 
the anticipated advantage therefrom. 
The large amount of iron-working ma- 
chinery put in operation all over the 
country dui ing the war, and the sudden 
withdrawal of demand for the products 
consequent upon its termination, created 
a depression in the business from which 
the company never recovered, and the es- 
tablish in en t has since been entirely re- 
moved. 


Stimulated by the large profits of the 


Bristol Forge and Iron Company during 
the war, another organization was formed 
under the n ime and title of the Keystone 
Forge Company, with n capital of $87,- 
000, and laige works erected with costly 
machinery, ljut too late to secure any of 
the profitable business, and it resulted in 
a loss of the entire capital. 


In 1856 tlie Bristol Gas Works were 


constructed at a cost of $31,100. In 
1880 it was found necessary to build new 
and larger luildings, and to extend the 
street main1 in order to meet the in- 
creased dciiunds for a larger and cheaper 
supply of gas. Thecostofthe new build- 
ings and the extension of the mains was 
$35,000. 
Crude petroleum was substi- 


tuted for coal in the manufacture of gas 
in the new works. About five hundred 
barrels per annum arc used, producing a 
cheaper gas for the consumer and lessen- 
ing the cost of manufacture. 
There now 


are five mil>>s of pipe from two to six 
inches in diameter, and about 300 con- 
sumers. 


In 18C4 tlie Bristol Woollen Mill Com- 


pany was organized with a capital of 
$60,000, afterwards increased to $75,000, 
and a 
larj'e two-story building was 


erected for the manufacture of fancy knit 
goods of wool, just at that time very pop- 
ular for ladies' wear. This enterprise 
enjoyed a fiir season of snccess, but 
fashion, ever fickle, frowned upon its ef- 
forts, and after a season of unprofitable 
business it shared the fate of its prede- 
cessors and was closed up with consider- 
able loss. The 
property passed into 


other hands and was converted into a hosi- 
ery mill in which capacity it is at present 


In 1875 Messrs. Nevegold, Scheide Jt 


Co. erected the Bristol Rolling Mill for 
the manufacture of hoop, scroll and band 
iron from scrap and muck bar. This firm 
has been eminently successful, and has 
since leased from the Reading Coal and 
Iron Company their blast furnace and 
rolling mill at Hamburg, Berks county, 
where they produce the muck bar for 
consumption in the Bristol works which 
at present 
comprise 225 horse-power 


boiler and engine capacity, two heating 
furnaces, two train rolls, and one continu- 
ous hoop-train. It consumes 5,000 tons 
of raw material, 5,000 tons of coal, and 
produces 4,000 tons finished iron per 
annum, and employes one hundred men. 


In 1876 the Bristol Worsted Mill was 


established by Messrs. Grundy Bros. & 
Campion, and is at present a marked fea- 
ture of the manufacturing interests of the 
town. The buildings are owned by the 
Bristol Improvement Company and em- 
brace 60,000 feet of floor space. They 
are filled with most valuable machinery 
embracing eight sets of cards, 6,000 spin- 
dles, seven noble combs, 300 horse-power 
boiler and engines, consume one and a 
million pounds of long staple wools, and 
produce 700,000 pounds annually of 
worsted yarns largely used by New Eng- 
land mills in the manufacture of a high 
class of cassimeres, but also supplying a 
demand for ornamental knitting work. 
These works employ two hundred and 
screnty-five hands about equally of men, 
women and children. 


The Keystone Mill was built by the 


Bristol Improvement Company in 1877, 
for eccupancy by Messrs. L. M. Harned 
i Co., of Philadelphia, who proved un- 
successful, and the premises are at pres- 
ent occupied by Messrs. M. S. & S. M. 
Herman, merchants of New York city, in 
the manufacture of woollen yarns for their 
own trade. It runs two sets of machinery 
and employs about thirty hands. 


The Bristol Water Company was incor- 


porated August 31, 1874, with an author- 
ized capital of $60,000. The work of 
construction was commenced in Septem- 
ber of the same year and on Feb. 9tb, 
1875, water was furnished to the engines 
of the New York Division, Penna. R. R. 
In the following April domestic con- 
sumers were supplied. 
The capital 


stock subscribed and paid in amounts to 
$39,450. 
The source of water supply is 


the Delaware river 
The water is con- 


ducted through a wooden trunk from a 
point below low water mark in the river 
to a well and from thence pumped bj two 
duplex Worthington pumps into a stand- 
pipe 140 feet high and 6 feet in diameter 
and having a capacity of about 30,000 
gallons. The length of the distributing 
mains at this date is about 34 miles, 
supplying 326 domestic services. 
The 


buildings to enable them to keep up with 
tbe demand for tbeir goods. Tbe busi- 
ness is under the direction of Henry A. 
Clark, general manager, and Herbert H. 
Eustis, electrician. 


Messrs. Rogers Brothers who, several 


years since purchased the old and well 
known flour and lumber mill formerly 
owned by Mr. John Dorrance,have done a 
steadily increasing business and have 
recently put in steam power sufficient 
to render them independent of the un- 
certain water supply, and have otherwise 
.enlarged their facilities, proposing to 
produce flour of a high grade for tbe 
wholesale markets. Besides these there 
are several smaller industries that help to 
swell the aggerate. 


In the winter of 1876 and 1877 the 


Bristol Improvement Company was or- 
ganized for the purpose of offering facili- 
ties to manufacturers desiring to locate 
here by erecting buildings for their ac- 
commodation for rental. Tbe company 
at once assumed the ownership of tbe 
buildings and real estate of the Bristol 
foundry and the Bristol worsted mill. 
It 


has since erected the Keystone mill the 
Star mill and the recently completed wall 
paper mill for Messrs.* Wilson & Feni- 
more. The annual rental is ten per cent, 
of the cost of the several properties, 
which has been found sufficient to pay 
the stockholders a quarterly dividend of 
H per cent, or 7 per cent, per annum, 
besides keeping up all repairs, paying 
taxes and insurance and has up to this 
time created a considerable reserve fund. 


By' a system of automatic sprinkler 


heads distributed throughout the build- 
ings which in case of fire, by the action 
of heat immediately apply the water 
where needed, without human aid, tbe 
cost of insuring first class mills is reduced 
below that of insuring the average dwell- 
ing. The Improvement Company has 
proved to be an important agent in the 
growth of manufactures in the place and 
at the same time furnishes a remunera- 
tive ,and comparatively safe investment 
for capital. Its capital stock is at pres- 
ent 1125,000, all invested in unencum- 
bered and well rented real estate. 
Its 


purpose is to increase the capital stock 
from time to time as demands may be 
made upon it for additional buildings. 
The manufactures of Bristol at present 
give employment to more than a thousand 
people, distributing in wages about $400.- 
000 per year. Its effect upon the town 
may be appreciated from the fact that 
the census of 1870 showed a population 
of 3,270 while that of 1880 shows 5,300, 
an increase of fifty-eight per cant. 


In the early days of domestic manufac- 


tures the only condition requisite to se- 
cure success was the possession of water 
power. Hence the employment of every 
New England stream however secluded or 
inaccessible; but with the removal of the 
forests the streams have grown to be un- 
reliable and with the yearly increasing 
demand for finer fabrics and higher finish 
the use of steam is indispensible so that 
tbe influence of water power in the selec- 
tion of a location is now of little weight, 
the important considerations being ease 
of access to and prompt communication 
with the market centres with quickness 
of transportation for merchandise, to- 
gether with the quality of labor to be ob- 
tained. 


In the matter of railroad facilities. 


employed by Lewis Jones, of German- 
town, under the management of Thomas 
Hughes, of this place. It has an aggre- 
gate floor space of about 25,000 square 
feet, contains four sets of cards, 1,600 
spindles and 400 kitting machines, gives 
employment to 300 hands, men, women 
and children, engaged in the manufac- 
ture of plain and fancy cotton and merino 
hosiery. In the same branch of business 
the Providcnee knitting mill, owned and 
operated by Mrs. Clara Appleton, runs 
75 knitting machines and employs 75 
hands. 


In 1868 C. W. & J Peirce erected 


the Livingston Mills for the manufac- 
ture of printed felt druggets and floor 
cloths, but have from year to year changed 
the character of the products, as demanded 
by the changing markets. For some years 
a part of the product of this mill con- 
sisted of felt skirts for ladies' wear, of 
which 2,000 per day were produced, from 
the raw fleece as taken from the sheep, 
converting it into the finished garment of 
fine texture, soft and brilliant colors and 
beauty of design in ornamentation and 
trimming. The exhibit of this firm at 
the Centennial Exposition was handsome 
and varied in character. 
The establish- 


ment in all its departments at present 
embraces 75,000 feet of floor surface, 300 
horse-power bailer and 225 horse-power 
steam engino capacity. It employs the 
equivalent of six sets of cards in the pro- 
duction of fine felt cloths for decorative 
purposes, and four sets of cards, 1,600 
spindles and eighteen broad looms in the 
manufacture of cassimeres and suitinps 
for men. This firm also rent from the 
Bristol Improvement Company the Star 
Mill, with a floor surface of 17,000 feet, 
and employ in it 60 horse-power boiler 
and engine, five sets of cards, 1,800 spin- 
dles and twenty-eight narrow looms in the 
manufacture of cassimeres. The two 
mills consuma abont one and a half rail- 


pumps have a capacity to raise one and a 
quarter million gallons in 24 hours. The 
average consumption at this date is about 
180,000 gallons per diem. The coal con- 
sumption required to produce the daily 
results amounts to 1200 pounds of pea 
coal. Since the organization of the cor- 
poration $5,467,45 of tbe net receipts 
havebe'en expended upon extension of 
mains and $1500 invested in Govern- 
ment bonds as a contingent fund for extra- 
ordinary expenses and repairs. 
After 


the first year a dividend of 3 per cent 
was declared and paid out of net earnings. 
The next year a dividend of 5 per cent 
was paid and since then five dividends of 
6 per cent each have been distributed 
among the shareholders. 


The Bristol Improvement Company 


have just completed the erection of a 
three-story building 60 by 240 feet, for 
occupancy by Messrs; Wilson & Fenimore, 


Bristol is favored, there being but a few 
points more fortunately or even so well 
situated. 


The class of labor is also above the av- 


erage, and much superior to that of larger 
cities, it being a natural result that tbe 
more comfortable home, purer atmosphere 
and larger individuality incident upon life 
in the country, for the laboring man, 
tends to enlarge self respect and intelli- 
gence, which in return secures to the em- 
ployer more work and of a better quality 
than is obtainable under less favorable 
conditions. 


This fact is being appreciated, and 


manufacturers are looking more each 
year to tbe country for locations, and 
.Bristol, already recognized among the 
points around Philadelphia as presenting 
more than ordinary attractions, is des- 
tined to become at not a very distant day. 
a centre of industrial activity. 


of Philadelphia, in the manufacture of 
wall papers. 
Though these parties have 


not yet got into operation in their new 
premises, it will not be out of place- to 
give some of the particulars of their bus- 
iness in this sketch. They stand among 
the foremost in their line of business and 
are always in advance in the production of 
new and striking designs in wall papers. 
The work is done by complicated ma- 
chinery applying all the colors in one 
transmission of tbe paper through tbe 
machine. Gilding is applied by hand 
printing; when in operation these parties 
will employ one hundred operators. 


The works occupied by The Clark Insu- 


lated Wire Co. were bHilt for the purpose 
of manufacturing water proof cloth—these 
goods were coated with a patented vulcan- 
ized oil and gave excellent satisfaction, 
but owing to the competition of Eastern 
houses in the 
manufacture of similar 


goods from rubber, the manager thought 
best to give his attention to the manu- 
facture of insulated wire for telegraph, 
telephone, and electric light use. The 
tests made by tbe best electricians in tbe 
country have proved that the insulation 
is superior to any now in use, and the 
works are now run to tbeir full capacity, 
supplying the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
Western Union and American Rapid 
Telegraph Companies, Brush and Weston 
Electric Light Companies, &c., and have 
fust closed a contract for a telephone 
cable, costing a number of thousands of 
dollars. 
The company have invested in 


works, machinery and patents, some 970,- 
000, and own some thirteen patents under 
which they work, besides patents in nearly 
all foreign countries; and are now ar- 
ranging for a complete set of machinery 
for works to be established in London, 
where tbe tests made by the English 
Government have proved highly satisfac- 
tory. The company are contemplating 
soon building some two or three more

repairing the washouts in the roads caused 
by tbe heavy rains. He has also a large 
number of bridges to replace and repair. 


Last week's rainstorm will long be held 


in vivid remembrance. 
Its continuance 


was unprecedented and its severity rarely 
equalled. For three days the rain come 
almost incessantly down, and tbe discom- 
forts incident thereto gradually enlarged 
with the volume of water, into positive dis- 
aster. It seemed as though Bristol was 
in the storm centre. The rain came from 
every direction. From all points of the 
compass in turns, the clouds appeared to 
gather. The greatest disaster consequent 
upon tbe flood iu this vicinity, was to the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. The 


destroying Hood swept away considerable 
track between Bristol and Holmesburg 
and destroyed several bridges. The bridge 
over Otter Creek, which was swept away 
on Saturday night, caused the most delay- 
As large a force of men as could work to 
advantage was immediately put to work, 
and on Monday the trains were again run- 
ning over the track. On Saturday night 
three passenger trains come to a halt at 
Bristol unable to proceed further. The 
passengers had been long on the road, 
some of them without food since early in 
the morning. A brisk business in sand- 
wiches, pies and cakes was carried on by 
Improvised venders of those articles of 
nourishment. 
About nine o'clock the 


steamboat Columbia was chartered by the 
Railroad Company to convey the belated 
passengers to Philadelphia, and they 
marched* from the depot to tbe steamboat 
landing and found pleasant quarters on 
that commodious steamer. There were 
about five hundred taken on board. The 
only unpleasant incident in making the 
transfer, which might have terminated 
fatally, was the stepping overboard of a 
lady while on 
the wharf. 
She was 


promptly rescued, however, and beyond a 
thorough wetting, was not injured. On 
Saturday night the embankment at the 
mill pond, in front of the old Bath read 
at Jared Beltings, gave way. The water 
rushed through with terrible force, op- 
rooting several trees, washing out the 
road and flooded the meadows in it* 
course to the river. It will cost five hun- 
dred dollars or more to repair the dam- 
age to tbe embankment. A number of 
men are now at work repairing the 
breaks.. 


The damage to other property in Bris- 


tol was slight. During Saturday's storm 
lightning struck a house on Pine street 
occupied by John Rafferty, knocking 
the end of the house out, and stunning a 
young girl. Several stoves were also 
knocked to pieces. 


The house occupied by Lewis Hellings 


on Otter street, near the bridge, was 
completely surrounded by water, the wa- 
ter rising to the first floor. He made bis 
escape with bis family in a small boat. 


On Sunday a large number of the resi- 


dents of Bristol went to the railroad 
bridge at Otter creek and to the mill 
pond to view the ravages occasioned by 
the storm. 


At Newtown considerable damage was 


done to two county bridges. A large 
portion of the residence of Elwood Ha- 
gernian was swept away; the Newtown 
creamery building was damaged to a 
considerable extent, rendering the sus- 
pension of work for several days, and 
about twenty barns and similar buildings 
in the neighborhood were washed away. 
Several men in trying to save their prop- 
erty endangered their lives, but managed 
to climb into the tree tops, and were 
rescued after tbe waters had subsided. 


At 
Newportville 
the 
Neshaminy 


creek began to swell about 2 P. M , and 
continued to rise until about 11 P. M. 
The damage done was slight in compari- 
son with other places along its banks. 
The heaviest losers are I C Fetters 
owner of the grist mill, and George W. 
Boileau, owner of the saw mill. A large 
number of people were out in spite of the 
rain, looking at the sights Almost every 
kind of articles were seen floating down 
the wild stream, wagons, portion of 
bouses, barns, outhouses, cows, pigs, 
chickens, hogsheads, barrels, bridges, &c. 
A number of industrious men caught 
enough driftwood to last them the entire 
winter. 
At the Vandegrift homestead, 


on the lower road, the water was within 3 
inches of running into the bouse. 


We have not space to record the dam- 


ages at Trenton, Philadelphia, Borden- 
town, and elsewhere in this section of the 
country. The loss in Trenton, it is es- 
timated, will foot up to $200,000. In 
Philadelphia cellars.were flooded, culverts 
swept away, mills submerged, and in 
many instances the occupants of houses 
had to remove to the upper stories of 
their dwellings to escape. Taken alto- 
gether, tbe effects of the storm were the 
severest felt in this section of the country 
for many years.

—arc in r< tiremcnt, so to speak—some 
have gone to pieces 
Others, like the 


Koli-i-nooi, have been unskillfully cut so 
as to ha%i' lost their remarkable size 
And some, «id to rcU tc, arc suspected o 
imposture, ire believed to be crystals or 
wine topaz, "which consists," we arc told 
"of a fluo-Mlicnte mixed with silicate ol 
aluminum " This suspicion attachos un- 
fortunate!) to the stone which stand 
highest on (he list, the great JJragaimi 
w Inch is b, far the largest diamond nol 
only now in existence, but'of which there 
is any r ceo id, if indeed it is a diamond. 
It weighs < vcr eleven ounces, or 1,OOC 
carats, is tlie M/C of a pootc's egg, and 
has been \ 11 lied at £300,000,000. It was 
discovered tbout 1708 in l?ra/il by three 
conv icts, n< cording to one Story, and was 
sent to tin; Kogent of Portugal, Dom 
John, afterwards John VT. Authorities 
differ asio its value M well as its genu- 
ineness. 
M e have given the highest es- 


timate, but another authority considers 
that, in its present form, it is woitli only 
Xf>,014,800 
The stone is rough, and
